CACHE CREEK SCHOOL. 

The'^-tbominable diHclosures respecting 
this InBtitution ought to be suDiciont to 
iaaiue Its immediate closing. Its loca- 
tioa at CaoliQ Crook was a mistake at tlio 
commencement; and was mado in the face 
of the romonstance of throe-fourthb of the 
people of the district, who pointed out 
the unauitability of the site, and the im- 
possibity of the school proving a. Bnooeas 
if placed at Oaoho Oreok. It'ia unneces- 
sary to review the arguments advanced by 
the 'true friends and well-wishers of the 
institution against the selection of tlio 
vioinity of Cache Creek for the purpose. 
It is enough to know that four years ago 
theWalkom Government wont contrary 
to the advice of a large majority of ■ tbo 
people of the district iu planting tho 
School at Cache Oreok. Politics outorocl 
largely into the (luestion of BOloetion. 
Efficiency was of eeoondary importancu. 
A certain number of politicians who own 
property in an& about the Cache Crook 
district required ittobe propitiated. Votes 
■wero placed in the balance against offloi- 
enoy;and votes turned tho scale. The 
expenditure on tho institution has boen in 
the neighborhood of §18,000. It has ) 0- 
quired this large sum to conviuco tho 
country that the petitioners of four years 
ago wero right and the (iovt'- umont of t .» 
day wrong.. Th?re ,ia a feeling that the 
boarding,[pi6bl is not the best systam that 
canbe devised'fbr the education of cmldrqn 
whose parents reside in isolated quarters 
whore tbo population is insufflcieut to 
warrant the establishment of a day school. 
---•'The theory of collecting cliildreu thus 
situated at a common centre for tho pur- 
• poses 5. of education appears good; but 
' whether it' be tho newness of the country; 
or the "home life" of the children; or the 
surroundings of the school itself, there is 
no denying the fact that the word 
"failure" is written all over tho institu- 
tion. What seemed good in theory has 
gone to the wall when reduced to prac- 
tice. To what use the school buildings 
can be put it is difficult to say at present. 
If times were to improvo alon§r tUo Imo 
of the Fraser, or, were the railway to be 
carried tKit wayJihe buildings might be 
disposed of for an hotel; but oontinuanoe 
of the boairding-school would be nothing 
leas than a waste of the publio monies at 
a time when the linunces require the moat 
aoonomioal handling. 

PASSAGE OF THE L0A2T BILL. 

The House has passed through com- 
mittee the Bill to raise a loan of S750,- 
000, on the security of the general rev- 
enue,bearing interest at six per cent, per 
annum. The general principle of the 
Bill was agreed to by the Opposition ; but 
they took exception to the clause that 
placed the Sinking Fund in tho hands of 
trastees. This clause, we believe, is con- 
sidered by bankers to be one of the most 
effective of the Bill, tho security being 
enhanced thereby. The Opposition 
thought it cast a slur on the good faith of 
the Government for the time being to take 
the custody of tho fund out of tlicir 
hands; but they surely forgot that the 
Sinking. Fund of the Britisli National 
Debt is vested in commissioners, and that 
Governments may come and Govcrn- 

r . ments may go, but the commissionors go 
on forever. The Ministerial side might 
also have pointed out that although tlio 
present Government are both competent 
and honest, there might some day be a 
• . Government in their stead that would lay 

''?^Tiolent hands on the Sinking Fund. Such 
a thing baa occurred before. We have u 
faint reoolleotion df the money* belonging 
to an intestate estate being used to pay 
the salaries of a former Government; and 
it was well to guard against tho Sinking 
Fund of the new loan being similarly treat 
•d.

Wellington Strike. 



Nanaimo, April 10th, 1877 
EpiTon Colonist:— AftLT tho arrival of 
the mail from Victoria to-uight, one of tho 
few copies of t\\ii Standard which are taken 
in this place, was handed to mo, in which 
I saw a leading article headed, "Troubles 
at Nanalmbl",; ;,,,y 

The" article in the 'first; place prof uses 
to deal with information received, iu order 
no doubt to deceive the public, as is the 
usual custom of your friend; but the 
writer very soon unmasks himself and 
proceeds to express his own personal 
views which, from the language used 
throttglj'dutl; Shidw that ^h 
uneducated on tbo'subject be dealB with; 
compleioly projudited, (perhaps 
by tho influence of political friends) 
and therefore not a person to be trusted 
to arguo a question whichj^soriously affects 
not Nanaimo district alone, (as he says) 
but Victoria also, and the Province at 
large. 

In the first place, he seems to take it 
for granted thatlDunsaiuir & Co. have no 
right, after having taken legal meas 
ures to regain possession of property 
which, having paid for, belongs to them 
absolutely; and goes on to laud in grandi- 
loquent style the men (?) who though 
sworn to dotheir duty .refused" when called 
upoH to do it. 'Th'is kind of language is 
not calculated to instil- intQ-.tbe minds of 
those even more ignoranttbam himself tho 
duty every citizen owes to the laws of the 
oountry ho lives in — which is to obey 
tiiem. His next statement is a doliborato 
falsehood; Cai)tain Harris did jioi send a 
detachment of sailors from H.M.S. Rock- 
et; but a number of tho men at the re- 
quest of the Shoriffl volunteered to per- 
form the duty which his own men (?) 
were afraid to do. He also ignores the 
truth when he talks of tho detachment as 
"an armed force," as tho men had no arms 
whatever, and merely acted aa laborers 
under the orders of tho Sheriff, 

Ho must bo also taken to task for stat- 
ing that the bluejackets "wero actually 
hooted by the populace from Wellington 
to Nanaimo;" the truth of tbo matter is 
that on llio return of tho men from Wel- 
lington, and after thoy had left tbo wharf 
to rejoin their sbip, a few of the Nanaimo 
"hoodlums" Jreated them to a few ironi- 
cal cheers. 

But it is tiresome to refer to falsehood 
after-falsehood; it is correct to say at once 
that the article of your f.viend is a com- 
plete tissue of lies, gotten up for, I am at 
loss to say what objeet.UQioss it bo as a 
speculation. Ho may think by pursuing this 
course to gain a few subsoribers in this 
neighborhood. Let him look after this 
as a last effort. 

Ho seems to lay down us the fundament- 
al argument that Dunsmuir k Co. are in 
fault, and that tho minora have been 
wiselyBoppoHcd by them; whereas it is the 
minors who have struck for an increase of 
20 per cent., although since last August, 
at their own solicitation, they have been 
mining tho coal at tho rate of §1 per ton' 
surely, Dunsmuir & Co. aro hotter quali-' 
fled than tbo editor of the Standard to 
judge as to tho price thoy can afford to 
pay their men, and in this connection it 
It is only necosBury to refer to tbo two 
cards published by Mr. Dunsmuir in your 
papar to see whether or not at that price 
the miner* have been able to inakeftir 



Editor Colonist:- -I was not a little 
astonished on looking over the columns 
of the Standard of yeatorday to notice Mr. 
Beaveu in his place iu the Legislative As- 
sembly had expressed himself as opposed 
to the small liouus placed in the estimates 
m aid of a Wooden factory. Permit me 
to analyze tlie gentleman's remarks; that 
wo may ascertain if they contain the ele- 
ments of truth. Mr. B. says "that there 
is not a person in Victoria but knows that 
a woolen mill would not pay in this 
Province.'' I would ask tho hon. gentle- 
man from whence he kad bis information ? 
Cortainly not from the fact that woolen 
factories have already proved failures. 
That such mill,have not proved remuner- 
ative iu other places is cortainly no argu- 
ment hero. Besides, I deny tbe assertion 
that the milla have (aa a rule) proved 
failures on the Pacific. Tho Ore- 
gon Woolen Mills have not proved fail- 
ures; but have in more than one instance 
proved a great success. Mr. Beaven 
again sa;^8 that tho wool grown in 
the Province is "too fine or too good" 
to be manufactured in the Province and 
the reason assigned is that the 
Indian blankets are mado from a coarser 
kind of wool. Now, sir, that is a sorry 
reason to put forward why we should not 
endeavor to be the consumera of our own 
home grown wool. Had Mr. Beaven been 
able to ahow that' our home grown wool 
waa in quality inferior to that of which 
tho woolen fabric imported into this Pro- 
vince were made, there might have been 
Bome reason iu his argument and some 
grounda for hesitancy in entering upon 
such an undertaking. But bocauae we can 
produce wool of a better quality than is 
used/aa a rule, in tbe mitnafaotnre of the 
woolen fabrics imported into the Pro- 
vince, we are therefore not warranted in 
utilizing our own Lome-grown article in 
the way of homo manufacture iaa piece of 
illogical reasoning that I -regret to find 
Mr. Beaven guilty of. I would remark, 
further, that so far from every person in 
Yiptoriabeing'aware, as Mr. B. states, 
that such a mill would not pay, every 
person with whom the projectors have 
spoken and consulted on the subject look 
upon tbo undertaking as presenting not 
only all tho elements requisite to a profit- 
able result, but as being an undertak- 
ing of all others most likely to prove 
of great advantage to the province. And, 
sir, viewed from this stand-point I cannot 
help protesting againt the selfish and 
mean-spirited policy manifested in the re- 
marks of Mr. Beaven with reference to 
this bonus. Had Mr. Beaven done his 
duty in bis place in Parliament he would 
have shown a more patriotic apirit in 
giving such an undertaking all tho aup- 
port in his power, pleading rAther for an 
increase than to withhold so small an 
amount as 82,000.

Mr. 'Walkem said that there . was ovory 
reason to believe that Elliott, Purely and 
Holme bad been drowned whilo on a 
Government prospecting four and as a 
schooner with Capt. Warren was going to 
Barclay Sound to-night, might he propose 
that an oflicer should accompany him? 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said Oapt. VVarren was 
going up to investigate, and he thought 
iio one would be more suited for the pur- 
pose, as he kuew all the Indians up there 
(hear.) 

SUPPLY. 

Fourth report of the Committee of Sup- 
ply was adopted.

Hon. Mr. Vernon laid on the table a

^r. Humphreys said be bad asked the 
Finance Minister the other day for a re- 
turn of the Proyiucial bonds. He would 
again ask the bon. gentleman for a return 
showing where the §86,000 bonds wore? 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said all the resolution 
oalled.for was the 1876 bonds; but be 
:*%&fild)8Wte1that-*the $86,000 bonds of 
1874 veire in 'the' hank as seourity against 
overdraft. 

SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATES. 

The Supplementary Estimates of $88,- 
302 34 coming up, Mr. Walkem moved 
that extra salarios. Deputy Provincial 
Secretary, $2G5; Auditor, 8310, be struck 
out and that tho total be §87,097 31. 

Mr. Beaven read what Todd said on th« 
subject. 

Mr. Mara said the principle was admit - 
ted as being wrong. As far as the first 
item was concerned, ho was not astonished 
at the Opposition objecting; but tho se- 
cond item was what the Opposition bad 
done informer years. Tho Leader of the 
Opposition is asking us to condemn and 
■ trike out what he did the year before. 

Mr. Smith said it wasoontinually being 
thrown over to this side of the House 
that one of them had received $16,000 for 
rook. Was there any gentleman who 
would refuse this, with tho exception of 
tho bon. gentlomau himself? It wus ub 
aurd throwing this against the hon. gen- 
tleman day after day. 

Mr. Donglas moved as an addition to 
Mr. Walkem's motion that in future no 
Mlaries should be inoreased in this man- 



ly a matter of basinoss with them, and 
the Bank was as muoh interested in keep- 
ing up tho credit of tho Province as it 
well could be. Tho Government, how 
ever, were glad to avail thdmsolvos of the 
opportunity to place tho debt of the 
country beyond the control of a bank and 
to obviate the necessity for any more tem- 
porary, short date loans, tho present Bill 
was introduced. Thoy had placed the 
amount at £150,000 booauso they did not 
wish in case of emergency to be oblged to 
borrow again at a high rate of intorost. 
There would be a surijlus from this loan 
after redeeming all liabilities which it was 
proposed to invest in Canadian seouritiea 
at 5 per cant. They had been careful to 
provide that if tho revenue increases in 
the future they will be able to redeem this 
loan from time to time cither by portions 
or by the whole. Thors is also to bo a 
sinking fund, which at tlio end of 30 years 
will redeem fho loan. This bus been cal- 
culated at tlie rate of 5 per cent.; but they 
have allowed for this rate being lowered; 
this sinking fund is to be placed iu tho 
hands of trustees, who will invest it in 
such Beoarities;'a8iitre-, provided by tho 
Act, and as the Government may, from 
time to time, direct. Provision had been 
made for the investment of tho sinking 
fund iu our own securities which would 
be an advantage, permitting, as it did, a 
larger rata of interest than any other au- 
thorized hj the Bill. 

Hon^VMri-Smitbia moved the adjoum- 
mehf of thei debate till 2 p.m.

The Speaker ruled this out of order un- 
less the House suspended the orders of 
tho day in order to introduoa it as a reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Milby moved as an amendment to 
strike out all words after "that" in Mr. 
Walkem's resolution and to insert the 
following; "no ofTicial'a salary shall be in- 
creased in future except with tho consent 
of the House." (bear, hoar.) 

Mr. Walkem said this would kill his re- 
solution; bnthe^didnot care and he would 
support the amendment. 

Mr. Humphreys said that these gentle- 
men applied for this increaso and had 
naid thay would refund tho monej- if the 
-.House did not sauction tlio payment. He 
.thought also that tho amount paid for 
-'land at Esquimalt should have boon put 
V .oji the Supplemental. ;Estimate3, for it 
-was his opinion that that money was paid 
improperly. ' • 

Mr. Walkem's amendment waa put and 
lost -7 to 13. 

Mr. Milby's resolution was then an- 
nounced as next in order. 

Mr. Douglas thought his amendment 
•hoald be put first. 

Hin. Mr. Sniiithe said Mr. Milby had 
moved his in Committee, but was inform- 
ed that it was out of order thou, but that 
he would have tlie privilege of moving it 
in the Houso as soon uh tho Committee 
reported. 

. Mr. Speaker ruled that Mr. Douglas 
bad priority in his amendment. 

Mr. Douglas then withdrew his resolu- 
■ tioa<ind seconded Mr. Milby's resolution, 
"•■J->wWoliiWa8 carried unanimously. 

PRIVATE DILLS. 

Mr. Davie presented a report from tht 
Oomraittoe on Private Bills, recommend- 
. ing that in tho Alexandra Co's Bill clause 
19 be struck out. 

■ A long discussion ensued upon this re 
:Iiprt^ which dealt with tho power of the 
'cbmpany to acquire real estiito, and it w 
finaUy deoided th':tt the bill must stand as 
reported from Committoo of the "Whole 

PRIVILEOE. 

Mr. Walkem said tho report of his re 
marks on tho Costs Bill was inoorroct, 
What he said was that with our tmall 
beaoh, should the Chief Justice be ill, tho 
rules could not be drawn up by the other 
two judges. 

LOAN BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe in moving the second 
reading of ll^o;:Iioan Bill said it was 
well known that the debt of the Province 

was not in a satisfactory condition and the 
Qovornmcnt had proposed by moans of 
thia loan to place it on a bettor footing 
and relieve tho P-ovinco fro-n tho rather 
unenviable position it at jirosent occupied 
in oonneotion with the Bank of British 
Columbia. Tho correspondence has been 
road and reread and all that it showed 
-was that the circurastjincoB in which tho 
country has beon placed by tho extrava- 
gant policy of tho late Government had 
resulted iu placing tho Province for tho 
time being to some extent at tho meroy of 
the Bank. He did not for a moment sup- 
pose that the Bank would take advantage 
tUe Ji't-oYiao*. It h»d no t»x be«u »triot- 



Mr. Speaker took the Chair 

ClOOk. 

IiOAN BILIi. 

Mr. Beaven wished to point out in the 
first place that the Pinance Minister had 
given no information as to what this Bill 
is going to cost the Province. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe could not say what 
tho exchange would bo aa the rnto varies. 
As for the commission ho thought it might 
be l\i por cent. The loan will bo placed 
on tho market through the agency .of the 
Bank of British Colambia, it will be od- 
vertized in the London papers and tenders 
will be invited for it; thoro will bo a fix- 
ed minimum rato and all tenders abovo 
that will be taken into consideration. 

Mr. Beavon said tho debentures of 187-1 
wore deemed as a primary charge on tho 
revenue. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said there was only 
one lot of 1B74 bonds out of S20,000 worth 
issued to ono man, and be had agreed to 
take some of the loan of 187G instead. It 
was thought advisable to invest the sink- 
ing fund in trustees as in a few years 
many thousand dollars will be lying to 
tho credit of this loan and it would be in 
the power of any future- Government to 
use those monies. Of oonrae care Avould 
be taken to appoint men of undoubted 
ability, of good standing and largo means 
as trustees. 

Mr. Beaven thought that the provisions 
of tho Bill were mischievous. It was 
placing too muoh power iu tho hands of 
trustees. Ho though it was taking away 
tho security on the bonds and the wholo 
of this money -vaa- praotioally .gone now 
and when these debentures were sold tho 
Minister of Financo would again want 
about §700,000. 

Dr. Ash said this loan could not be the 
first charge on the revenno for there were 
other charges on it prior to this. 

Mr.Humphreys was against plaoing the 
sinking fund in the hands of trustees as 
security against any future Qovernmont 
that might not bo as lionestastho present, 
The Government is responsible to the 
country for ovory dollar and yet they in- 
tend appointing trusteeSjta^take:;-oare of 
a large sum of money and relinqaiabing 
all power over it. 

Mr. Williams thought that'the Ctovoru- 
ment and no one else should bo the trus- 
tees, 

Mr. Mara said the hon. gentlemon op- 
posite had promised to support tnis bill 
as thoy saw tho necessity of passing a 
'oan. As for the appointment of trustees 
we find them n2>pointed in the Loan Act, 
1870, and earlier than that, find similar 
clauses to this. This is the precedent 
asked for by tho hon. senior member for 
Victoria district. A dishouost or corrupt 
Government might succeed the present 
and make use of these motiies. (Hear, 
hear.) Ho also stated that former loans 
wera a first obarga on the revenue. In the 
1874 and 187G Loan Acts it is simply stat- 
ed that such debeuturos shall be a charge 
and says nothing about a firit charge. 
As for the liabilities tho amount duo tlie 
Bank is less to-day than on tho 
31st December. He (Mr. Mara) 
would refer Mr. Humphreys to tlio 
financial statement of tho last Govern- 
ment, which showed a total liability of 
over 8400,000, and now we find that tUo 
present Government has only increaaud 
that amount-by .S00,000 or ij70,000. If 
any one was to blamo for getting tho 
financoH of the Province into a muddle it 
was the late Government. He found that 
tho lato Government o short time before 
their defeat expended large sums of 
money ou almost nothing; but wo find 
that this was just before tho oleclious 
camo olY. In i'alo district thoro was a 
most usoloss expenditure of monoy in 
total violation of the contract systom. 
They built a l)ridge there close to ono al- 
ready built, and every one agrees that it 
was a most uselons expenditote.'. He was 
sorry to see tho finances of the country in 
such ft state; but thought that tho best wo 
could do now would bo to pass this loan 
and by that moans clear oft' all our out- 
standing debts and atthe.same timo free 
ourselves from the' power of the bank. 
In dealing with th6m._we are not dealing 
with petty brokers, but honest men who 
will do thoir vory best fot the country, 
Ho had ovory hopo that tho loan would ))o i 
isBuod (not at a discount) but at a-siuall 
prumium, and trusted that tho Leader of 
tho Opposition would be here next ses- 
sion to hear the result of floating this 
loan (hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Walkem said ho objected to tho 
form of tho Bill, but would vote for tho 
second reading. Ho would, liowovor, 
object to certain oluuses in committee. 
He thought this loan would bo floated at 
00 cents on the dollar. 

The Bill was then read a second time 
and committed, with Mr. Williams in tho 
chair. 

Tho fiist ion olauHOB of tho Bill were 
agreed to without nmondinont. 

Mr. Walkem at clause 11 objected to 
trustee.! being appointed and moved to 
strike out tho words "under trustees." 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said it was oustomcry 
to insert this clauso and tho absence of it 
would bav9 a tondonoy to slinko tho faith 
of capitalists in tho loan. It would bo a 
guarautoo to them that the sinking fund 
was soourad. Tho roposentative of tho 
Bank of British Columbia is thoroughly 
satisfied with the Bill aa it itauda; but ho 
did Q9t knew whether h9 ironld be us 



well satisfied werei '.this clause altered. 

English capitalists wisre inclined to be 
oonsorvativo, and they would at once 
notice the divergenoo ' from the usual 
ooiirae, and might refuse to invest in tho 
loan for tho very reason that tho sinking 
fund was not to be placed in tho bands of 
trusteos. It was a safeguard that ought to 
bo allowed to remain. Years hence a large 
sum might be standing to tho credit of 
tho sinking fund, and a future Govern- 
ment might bo in such a strait for monoy 
that thoy would bo tempted to use it in a 
case of emergency. This would bo bad, 
and trustees would prevent the possibility 
of it ooourring (hear, hear.) 

Mr. Fisher said he liked this clause, 
not on acoonnt of its being new, but be- 
cause it was so ancient. Tho trustees are 
to be an elective body, chosen by the 
Lieut. -Governor in Council, and be 
thought tho credit of the country would 
bo bettor kopt up if this clause were to 
remain as it is. 

Mr. Beaven thought that the trustees 
should be struck out or people would be 
led to think tl\oi-o was something wrong 
with our Hvstom of Government. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott thought tho rejection 
of trustees would bavo tho effeol of carry- 
ing out tho prophesy of tho Leader of the 
Opposition that the debentures would 
only sell at 90 cents. The Government 
had mado enquiries of bnsiness men and 
all wore pleased with the Bill, especially 
with this olaiiso, and bad expressed thoir 
opinion that tho loan would be a success. 
Ho therefore thought it boat to lot tho 
clauso stand as it is. 

Mr. Humphreys thought that it would 
bo injurious to thoBillif wo allowed this 
clause to i)as3 as it is now. 

Mr. Mara said that the only argument 
produced against the trustees was that 
It would bo casting a slur on tho Gov 
ernment. Why, what had tho Opposition 
been doing for tho last two months but 
casting all kinds of imputations on tho 
Government, thereby suggesting that 
trustees should be appointed? 

Dr. Ash thought that the clauso should 
certaiqlyfstand as it is. It gave a certain 
amount of irespeotability to it and so bo 
would vote against the amendment (hear, 
hoar.) 

Mr. Walkem said be wished to with- 
draw his amendment (hear, hear.) 

Amendment was then withdrawn and 
clause 11 passed. 

, At ot&n^ 4.?;" .Mr^;BeaTen' M^^ ho did 
not think chat this clause wiis any security 
at all. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that this was a 
vory good clauso. We ought to have faith 
in ourselves and by this means we ought 
to bavo tho benefit of investing in our own 
debentures. The hon. gentlomau refers 
to this side of the Houso as being a Con- 
federation and also says that they vote the 
same way, nevermind what tho question 
is; ho had never heard of a Govement sup- 
ported ill such a manner; why ho (Mr. 
Smitho) well remembered -when ho was 
on that bido of tho Housu that every one 
of them had to speak and whoa they, were 
exhausted that the bell would bi| ra(i£^ and 
the then ' Government sapportis'rs would 
como in and vote without ever having 
advanced a single argument. Now tho 
present Government supj)ortor3 all take 
their part in tho debate. Tlioio is no si- 
lent brigade as in the lato Government 
and that is what hurts tho feelings of the 
Opposition leaders. They do not like to 
see all the members on this aide of the 
Houso got up and take part in the debate. 
(Hear, hear.) 
Clauses 12, 13, 14 and 15 passed. 
Mr. Beavon moved as clause IG that this 
Houso is ef opinion that tho accoant of 
all debentures of tho Province issued or 
cancelled shot^ld-, be plooed ^. before tho 
House within' the first 5 days of the next 
session. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that he had not 
tho slightest objection to this as a resolu- 
tion, or if the hou. gentleman would 
show why it should be made part of the 
bill. He thought tho bill should pass, as 
it was, and then 'the resolutioa might be 
moved iai^ a substantive motion. 

Mr. Walkem said he would vote for 
this clause as he thought it was a good 
one. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said ho could not al- 
low the statement mado by tho leader of 
tho Opposition that he oould not rise in 
the House without calling forth all kinds 
of discourtesy from this side of the Houso 
to pass. Ho (Mr. Elliott) had not hoard 
any discourtesy, but ho must say that if 
any had arisen, it had always started on 
tho other side. In answer to Mr. Hum- 
phreys ho said be hoped tho Houso would 
be prorogued on Wednesday; but oould 
not say for certbia.' ' • T 

i\Ir. Mora thoaght Mr. Benven'a clause 
might bo introduced as a resolution as 
soon as tho Speaker took tho Chair. 

Mr, Beaven then withdrew his nmond- 
mo'.it .ind clauso IG passed. 

The Committoo rose and reported tho 
bill complete without amendment. The 
bill to be read o third timo to-morrow. 



Hon. Mr. Smitho proaonted a message 
from His Excellency tho Lieut. -Governor 
with further Estimates. Beforred to the 
Committee of Supply. * 

Mr. Beaven moved the following reso- 
lution, that this Houso is of opinion that 
tho account of all debentures of tho Pro- 
vince issued er cancelled should be placed 
before the Legislature within the first five 
days of the next session. OarHed unani- 
mously. • . -- 

The House then adjourned till 7:80.

Eifle Association for 1876. 



For tho information of tho members of 
this asBOClailou, I beg to suiJiiilt tUo fol- 
lowing report for tho year 187G, which I 
trust will bo considered sutisfaotory. 

The annual grant of $400 has again 
been received from the Dominion Gov- 
ernment as in 1876, and during the year 
the amount received for subscriptions and 
donations reached the sum of ^?118, with 
list of mombors numbering 78. 

Tho Annual Pri/.o meeting of 1870, be- 
ing the third one since the establishment 
of the assopiation was largely attended, 
and the nlambelr'of competitors was in ex- 
cess of previoas years. 

The proceeds of the prize meeting 
amounted, to $15350, and the prize list 
contained eleven matches with an average 
number of five prizes to each match. Tho 
whole amount of prizes distributed in 
monoy being §376, oxclusivo of the grand 
aggregate prizes for first and second high- 
est scores in certain matches. 
For these latter prizes tho association has 
granted for the highest aggregate score a 
gold badge bearing tho initials of the As- 
sociation and tho date of the current year, 
and for tho second highest aggregate score 
a silver badge of sipiilar design. These 
badges tho Assooiation proposes to award 
each year. 

Valuable cliallengo cups have also been 
presented to tho Association by the mem- 
bers of tho Elliott Ministry, the Lieut.- 
Govornor, the.Ifiejpiity 'Adjiitaiili General 
and the Corporation of Victoria City for 
oompotition, in addition to the silver and 
bronze medals prewonted by the Governpr- 
Goneral. 

Tho Prizo mooting this year was honor- 
ed by the presence of His Excellency the 
Governor-General and Countossof Duffer- 
in, who took gxeat^interest in the pro- 
ceedings. Bis Excellency also inspected 
the range and expressed himself much 
pleased with tho oil'orts tho range commit- 
tee had made tov/ards promoting a ouc- 
oessful prizo mooting. There were also 
present compotilors from Nanaimo and 
New Westminster who proved themselves 
as heretofore very successful prize win- 
ners. 

Tho competition for tho representation of 
this Province !it Wimbledon in 1877 took 
place on 7tb October, nino members of 
tho militia being present. It has not as 
yet been decided whether the result of 
the competition will entitle this Province 
to a representative at Wimbledon.

District Meeting. 

Tho annual meeting of tho British Co- 
lumbia District of the Methodist Church 
of .Canada^ which is composed of all th» 
mihisters'of the Methodist Cburoh In the 
district, and one layman from each circuit, 
has just closed its sessions in the city. 
The meeting lasted from Thursday, April 
(jtli, till Wednesday evening, April lltb. 
An unusual variety of business engaged 
the attention of tho meeting. The re- 
-ports from the various circuits were pre- 
sented and tabulated for transmission to 
tho Conference which meets in Ontario in 
Juno next. The review of the work of the 
year presents many features of gratifica- 
tion ai"d eiicouragouiont. The twelve 
ministers iu this province i)reacli tho 
{ospel to an aggregate of about 5,250 
i^arers, Indians and whites, in twenty- 
two churches and thirty-ono other preach- 
ing places. The membership numbers 
771, an inoreose ofi'.IlSrfor the^year. 
There aro tun Sabb'ath Schools ib a state' 
of efliciency and pro.npority. Notbwitb- 
standing tho liuaucial dopresaion from 
which various parts of tho district are 
suffering, the contributions to tlio Mia- 
sioniiry fund are in advance of those of 
any previous year— amounting to one 
thousand and sixty- two dollars and fifty 
cents. Mr. A. E. Greon and Mr. J. J. 
Martin wore recommended to Conference 
as candidates for the Christian ministry. 
Tho wholo work of tho district was 
brought under review with a reference to 
the del irablonoHS and oxpedioncy of occu- 
pying now fields. Tho formation of a 
now mission to the Naan Indians was vory 
carefully considered, ospeciiiUy in view of 
a noblo and generous oll'or mado by some 
of the members of tho Methodist Church 
in Victoria, to maintain a missionary in 
that field for one year, or, in case of con- 
tinued embarrassment of Missionary 
funds, for two years. A new and commo- 
dious church has beon erected and dedi- 
cated during the year for the use of the 
people of Wellington, and ono for the 
use of the Indians at Burrard Inlet. 

The Easter Indian Gathering at Lytton. 

We learn that over (iOQ of the Thomp- 
son tribe of Indians assnmbled at tho Cen- 
tral Mission of St. Paul's, Lytton, for tho 
purpose of joining in the Easter religious 
services conducted by tho Missionary in 
charge, and that 120 received Christian 
baptism, making tho number of tho bap- 
tized in connection with Lytlon Anglican 
Mission something over 450 souls. It is 
gratifying also to find that no case of 
gambling has been heard of for sonio 
time; that tlio gaol has been empty for 
over two years; that tho tribe iu increas- 
ingly industrious ns well as increasing in 
•nnmber and rapidly acquiring a taste for 
oiTiliasecl panittlts and prodaoti. It i«
